THE CELLULOID MAIIVEL.—A capital 


example of those numerous industrial revo- 
lutions ol which we have spoken, and which 
we have spoken, and which aro peculiaily 
characteristic of America, is furnished by 
the uew article celluloid. Although it was 
Invented nine or too years ago (by two 
brothers named ITyattJ, its perfect manu- 
facture has been regularly in progress for 
only about five years, and is considered lo 
bo still in its Infancy; yet immense quan- 
tities of the substance are prodnced ; it Is 
toiivertetl iutoa wonderful vaiicty of forms, 
and new modes for applying it are discov- 
eied almost dally. 


Tins composition of tissue paper, camphor, 


and certain chemicals is already u>,ed for 
billuird ballc, combs, backs ol brushes, ban 1 
mirrors and other toilet articles, whip, cane 
and umbrella handles, every kind of harness 
trimmings, foot rules, chessmen, handles of 
knives and forks, pencil cases, jewehy of 
all kinds, pocketbooks, mouth-pieces for 
pipes, cigar-holders, musical iustrunieule, 
doll heads, porcelain imitations, hal bands, 
neckties, optical goods, shoe tips and in- 
soles, thimbles, emery wheels, shirt cuff's, 
eollais, etc. Its uso as a substitute for 
ivory has already exercised a world-wide 
effect upon the ivory industry, the falling 
off in the demand* having been full iu Hie 
I'emolesc legions of Africa. 


TUB MYSTJJKY or THE LAKHS.—There

I<ake Erie is only sixty to seventy feel deep, 
but Lake Ontario is 592 feet deep, 230 feet 
below the tide level of the ocean, or as low 
as most parts of the Gulf of St. Lawrence ;

Now, as 
the discharge through the river Defroit, af- 
ter allowing for the probable portion carried 
off by evaporation, does not appear by any 
means equal to Ihc quantity of water which 
the three upper lakes receive, it has been 
conjectured that a subterranean river may 
ruu from Lake Superior, by the Huron, to 
Lake Ontario. This conjecture is not im- 
possible, and accounts for the singular fact 
that that salmon and herring are caught in 
all the lakes communicating with the St.. 
Liwreuce, hut no others. 
As the Palls of 


Niagaia imisl have always existed, it would 
puzzle the naturalist to say how these fish 
gob into the upper lakes without some sub- 
torraneaii river ; moreover, any periodical 
obstruction of the river would furnish a not 
itnptobable solution of the mysterious flux 
arid reflux of the lakes.

nmgi He had^een'in a f*''

oii for some liins; "Ha was bou 
elphU oil tbe 13th of December, 
asof Iilsh extraction. His father, Mat- 
icw Caiey, tt'as obliged to leave Iielaml, 
ward the close of tie last century', fiom 
a connection with the revolutionary poh- 
csol'lbil period. After leiiiaiiiing about 


,u in I'm is, he returned to IioUnd and 


ditod fur a shoit time Tli'i Freeman'* Jovi- 
al (Dublin), and afterward Tin; Volmi- 
eer's Journal. lie was arrested in 1784 
ml committed to piisou luran attack upon 
ailiameut and the Ministry. Upon his 10- 
case, he sailed foi America and, November 
5,17S4, arrived iu Philadelphia, wheie he 
uilt up a publishing and bookselling busi- 
ess. llemy succeeded his father hi busl- 
ess iu 1821, and continued it until I8J8, 
he well-known (inns being Caiey & I/pa, 
nd Carey, Lea As Carey. 
Tlie New i'erk Trilimw stuns up an in- 
erestmg sketch as follows : 


Mr. Carey was regarded by his disciples 


as the founder and head of a new school of 
'olitical Economy. He started as a Free 
Trader, but he afterward greally modified 
his views. His definition of value he bun- 
elf maintained to be Ibe firsl step toward 
he establishment of a science of sociology. 
He considered value to be " the measure of 
lature's power over man, of the resistance 
ivhich she offers to the gratification of his 
lesires. Its extent is limited within the 
cost of reproduction." 
With every step in 


ho progress of mau there is a diminution' 
n the cost of reproducing the commodities 
ind things required foi his use, with a con- 
stant decline in their value as coinpaied 
with labor, aud increase in Ihe value of la- 
)or as compared with them. The corollary 
"rom this view is, that any system which 
develops all industry and thus increases tlie 
)owor of man over nature is to be desired 
ibove all by the laborer, as it must increase 
the purchasing power by bis labor. From 
this Mr. Caiey deduced that, though the 
the immediate effect of the abolition of pro- 
active duties might be to choapen com- 
modities to consumers, it would uot do so 
in the long lun. Tbe test of value being 
the cost of lepioduction, commodities might 
)y an unwise policy be cheapened, ami yet 
their values increased. 
Free-trade might 


make lion rails cheap; but if it destroyed 
the rolling-mills and furnaces of the country 
,t would be impossible to leproduce the 
rails at tho same cheap price. 
Another 


doctiine of Mr. Carey was, that capital is 
.he instrument by means of which man ac- 
quiies power over the forces of .imtuie. A 
thud law was that mau has always com- 
menced ou the poorer soils and passed to 
,he richer—the opposite of tho doctrine ot 
Ualthus, and a formula which logically leads 


protection for mannfactmers as for far- 


mers. Such, very briefly stated, is an out- 
line of Mr. Carey's idea of Protection. He 
did not deny that Free Trade was an ideal 
the realization of which war, to be earnestly 
sought, but b6 held that the way to it must 
bo tlnongh a period and policy oi' protec- 
tion. He aigued also that the happiness 
and progress of society are in proportion to 
the degrees of association aud liberty which 
exist in it, Mr. XJaiey was greatly admucd 
by the late-John Smart Mill, who, while ha 
did not agree with his views, declared him 
to be the brains of the American political 
economists. 


Xotwitlislandins bis great age Mr. Carey 


conliuued to the last lo maiiitaiu an inter- 
est iu public affairs, and in the science to 
which he had given the chief labor of his 
life. lie had the gratification ot attracting 
the attention of thinkers, both at home and 
abroad, to what has been styled the ''Penn- 
sylvania School of Political Economy." To 
tuo defence of his opinions he brought 
something of Irish vehemence. He had a 
maiked distaste for the arrogance of the 
Ti'nglich orrMioiuiBtc, nitrl ho was Specially 
scveie upon the British policy in India, 
where all the principles of his own system 
seemed to him to have been systematically 
violated, and pauperism to have been per- 
petuated by lue want of a various industry 
aud by Ihe diversion of the profits of labor 
to the employer mainly, and to wealthy 
capitalists. Fur many years he held a rec- 
ognized position as a leader of thought It 
one ol the great parties. After the close 01 
.the war he drifted out of i elation to his old 
allies. His views commanded less icspect 
and the great following he bad when the 
protective tat ill' had been the theme of dis- 
cussion dwindled when he opposed specie 
payments, and after resumption, insistec 
that it could not last. But lie letamed tbe 
high personal regard be had so long enjoyed 
aud his wide reputation, great age and sui- 
prising vivacity made him a conspicuous 
ligine at every gathering of Philadelphia 
notables down till withm a few weeks 01 
his death. He was an eager talker, a hot 
disputant and a geuul host; and the fame 
of his blunt opinions of eveiybody who 
difl'ered fiom him, and of the agieeable re- 
unions undvr his hospitable ruof will long 
survive in Philadelphia traditions. 


Mr. Carey's works have been translatei 


into German, Fieuch, Italian, Russian and 
Spanish. The originality of his discovery 
of Ihe principle of economical haimony is 
not to be questioned, whatever credit foi 
its development may be conceded to M 
Bastiat.
